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Board Hears Cantrell

Builder Ralph Cantrell told Bensenville 
Village 
Trustees 
at 
Thursday's 
board 
meeting, “ What I did in Brentwood East 
created no problem for the village.” 
The statement came during a dis­ 
cussion of where a water retention basin 
in southeast Bensenville should be located. 
The village is concerned about problems 
which might be created if the land just 
south of George Street and east of York 
Road is filled in for development. 
At the present time, appraisals on land 
north of George Street are in progress. Lot 
17 on the land in question is owned by 
Cantrell’s son Dave, who told the Register 
Wednesday he would continue filling on 
the property until the village took action to 
buy the land. 


RALPH CANTRELL at 
the 
meeting 
Thursday told trustees, “ My son owns that 
land, it has nothing to do with me. All I’m 
concerned with is the development of 
Brentwood E ast.” 
Replying, 
trustee 
William 
Bychowski 
told the senior Cantrell, “ These two areas 
cannot be separated in our discussion.” 
Part of the problem arises from the vil­ 
lage’s hesitation to agree to any more 
building in the area until engineers are 
consulted and definite plans are laid for 
the retention lake.

Trustee David Sloan asked Al Kinsey, 
engineer for the Cantrell projects, where 
he thought the village should draw the line 
in allowing builders to expand in the area.

SAID 
the

should build the retention lake and then let 
builders develop around it. 
Conflicting reports about the advisability 
of more construction south of George 
Street were read by village clerk Fred Va- 
lintino. One of the reports cam e from the 
HJL Dept. (rf Agriculture; the other was 
presented by Cantrell’s engineer. 
A side argument developed between the 
senior Cantrell and Bychowski when the 
trustee said, “ This man has broken an 
agreement with the village and created 
the problem. It behooves him now to solve 
the problem.” 
“ When a man s got you in a corner with 
an armlock, you agree to things you don t 
believe in,” replied Cantrell. 
"I can talk abort breaking agreements 
too if you want to get 
technical,” 
he 
added. 
Neither Cantrell nor Bychowski elabo­ 
rated on these "broken agreements” and 
it appeared that most of the trustees didn’t 
understand the reference. 
Trustee Sloan ended the discussion when 
he suggested the village wait for another 
meeting with the Cantrells until the addi­ 
tional appraisals are ready and the village 
is in a position to negotiate.

Mrs. Dorothy E. Gallo, 155 S. Circle, St., 
Bloomingdale has resigned as that com­ 
munity’s village clerk, but not for the 
health reasons given at the board meeting 
Wednesday night. 
The letter Mrs. Gallo sent to the board 
explaining her resignation 
never men­ 
tioned her state of health, nor did it cite 
another operation as an excuse. 
“ There is a possibility that I will have 
another operation, but I certainly never 
told Mr. Meyers or the board this,” Mrs. 
Gallo said. The nature of surgery was not 
disclosed. 
Mrs. Gallo's letter, which was dated 
July 18, read: 
“ AFTER 'MUCH thought and consid­ 
eration I feel that my resignation as vil­ 
lage clerk of Bloomingdale is in the best 
interests of all concerned. 
“ In the short time I served in office, I 
found the duties extremely interesting 
though much more time consuming than I 
was led to believe when the ABC (Alert 
Citizens 
of 
Bloomingdale 
Party) 
ap­ 
proached me to seek this office in the 
April election. 
“ I do not feel that I could possibly work 
in harmony with the present adminis­ 
tration as I do not fit in with certain meth­ 
ods of their operation.. . 
“ I am certain the Village board will 
quickly locate a responsible, efficient per­ 
son to fill this $300 per year position. 
“ FRANKLY, I cannot afford the amount 
of time away from my family to accom­ 
plish the work load of village clerk as it 
now stands. 
“ I’d wish to thank the village board for 
the opportunity of attending the municipal 
clerks institute. It was a most awakening 
and enlightening experience. 
“ In closing I wish to thank those who 
honored me with their vote last April. I 
sought the election with the intention of 
working with and for the people of the 
community, helping them with problems 
they might have. Unfortunattly I could not 
even have the board approve a change in 
village hall hours. 
“ May your next village clerk be more 
successful than I.” 
Aside from the time involved in the job, 
which Mrs. Gallo thought would mainly 
consist 
of 
taking 
notes 
and 
keeping 
records, she felt her position was being 
superseded by other administrators. 
When the remodelling for the office was 
discussed, she was “ told what I wanted 
and not asked.” 
Shortly after she began working in the 
office, a carpenter came, wanting her to 
sign an authorization to tear down the wall 
adjacent to the garage, she said. 
WHEN SHE ASKED him who sent him 
he gave the names of some builders and 
Robert Meyers, village president and said 
he would do the job unless asked to stop 
by a village official, Mrs. Gallo claimed. 
Not wanting to take the responsibility 
for the authorization, she said she called a 
trustee, who had no knowledge that the 
wall was to be demolished. 
A few days later the trustee came by 
and stopped the carpenter who was about 
to begin work. 
Mrs. Gallo said she felt there was a lack 
of closeness of purpose within the adminis­ 
tration. 
She also complained that when she re­ 
quested “ simple things” like a new type­ 
writer, extra help or permission to open 
the office one night a week as a service 
for the working citizens, they were “ put in 
committees and didn’t go any further.” 
When she was first 
approached 
by 


Trustee Ralph Johnston, a neighbor of 
hers, to run for the position she refused 
saying she had not lived in the community 
long enough and did not know many of the 
people or the duties of the job 
AFTER 
ATTENDING 
a 
meeting 
at 
which the ABC party was being formed, 
she “ reluctantly” agreed to have her 
name on the ballot. She thought that even 
if she lost, her first fling in local polities 
would be a good experience. 
“ It was an experience,” she said. 
Meyers has recommended Mrs. Fortune 
LoPresi be appointed to succeed as clerk. 
Mrs. LoPresi ran for the office two years 
ago and lost to Mrs. Dorothy Wall. 
School 
District 
Merger? 


Consolidation of school districts will be 
the topic of discussion Aug. 6 as Roselle 
Dist. 12 plays host to surrounding commu- 
* nities. 
Itasca, Bloomingdale, Medinah and Keen­ 
ey vi ll representatives are expected 
to 
attend as Dist. 12 acts on the impetus in 
getting others together. 
The Roselle school board is waiting for 
word from Illinois state sources for details 
on such action. Brochures received from 
the state will be sent with the invitations. 
Dist. 12 is acting as the hub in the wheel 
to urge such consolidation because, as 
board member Don Bessey said Thursday: 
“ We might as well do something be­ 
cause we will be faced with it sometime in 
the future, so everyone should attend 
whether or not they agree with consoli­ 
dation purposes or oppose them.” 


HE ADDED OTHER districts may not 
have problems now, but as DuPage Coun­ 
ty develops, problems are bound to crop 
up. 
Dist. 12 busing this fall will be handled 
by the Itasca Transportation Company in­ 
stead of Schaumburg Transportation who 
reportedly didn't express interest, accord­ 
ing to Supt. E. W. Bagg at Thursday’s 
board meeting. 
The school board is taking action to fin­ 
ish upgrading school fire standards in con­ 
formance with the Illinois Life Safety 
Code. The code requires all school dis­ 
tricts to conform by 1971. This is the sec­ 
ond year of Dist. 12 efforts which include 
changing wall 
and ceiling covers, in­ 
stalling heat detection and warning de­ 
vices and sprinkler systems. 
ROGER BASSETT, licensed fire engi­ 
neer and new Roselle resident is being 
considered as a consultant to the district. 
Bassett is also a member of the Roselle 
Volunteer Fire Department. 
Bassett said Parkside school is not com­ 
pletely up to the Illinois standard for 1971 
and some work being done at present is 
not needed. 


THE BOARD VOTED Thursday to in­ 
crease substitute teacher’s salaries from 
about $20 per day to $22.50 for the 1969-70 
school year. After IO days of service in the 
district, substitutes will receive $25 a day.

Many times the statement is important 
not only for its factual content but its emo­ 
tional and structural content, too. 
A mood, atmosphere or attitude is hard 
to recreate and a requested repetition 
could totally destroy it. 
A funny jibe about a resolution, an an­ 
noyed comment about the inattention of 
the other members, or an angry reaction 
to a suggestion can be repeated but not in 
the same style in which it was said at the 
meeting. 
It’s these little things that make a story 
about a board meeting lively and inter­ 
esting. 
SO THIS IS a special thanks to Larry 
Freier who makes my job a little easier. 
He is not alone, there are other officials 
who speak loudly and distinctly, mostly 
loudly though. Loudly is alright but both 
would even be better. 
These officials really know the way to a 
reporter’s heart — his ears.

How' 
does Rev. Pyrus Miles, pastor of the Zion 
Evangelical Lutheran Church 
of Ben­ 
senville, feel about his recent move from 
Seattle to a Chicago suburb? 
“I’m a little concerned about the con­ 
gestion in this community,” Rev. Miles 
said. “In Seattle, there was more of a va­ 
riety close at hand. You could jump into 
the car and in 20 minutes you’d be in the 
mountains. People need that kind of es­ 
cape,” the minister added. 
Rev. Miles said he has also noticed that 
Busing, 
Demand 
Are Poor

The bus service is poor in Itasca, Wood 
Dale and Bensenville, but demand for the 
service seems even poorer. 
“We had to cut back our lines to two a 
day,” a West Towns Bus Co. official said. 
“We have a hard time even trying to 
make enough money to pay for gas, let 
alone anything else. The demand just isn’t 
there.” 
“I’d like to take one to go shopping 
sometime,” a Wood Dale woman said, 
“but there aren’t any of them when you 
need them.” 
Thus the bus company continues to link 
Itasca, Wood Dale and Bensenville with 
service to Chicago, but neither the com­ 
pany nor the customers are happy about 
it. 
The biggest problem faced by the firm is 
a common malady called over-reaction: 
As demand declines, service declines. Con­ 
versely, as service declines, demand de­ 
clines. The result: everybody loses. 
On a typical day the bus will arrive on 
schedule near the Itasca Village Hall, ei­ 
ther at 7:20 a.m. or 4:15 p.m. 
Several passengers will board at the 
starting destination, several more will 
board intermittently throughout Itasca, 
Wood Dale and Bensenville. These passen­ 
gers clearly fall into two classes, the older 
man or woman who quite possibly has no 
other means of transportation 
and the 
Mexican-American on his way to or from 
work. 
It takes well over an hour to complete 
the nm to Grand and Nordica streets in 
Chicago, as the bus winds along Irving 
Park, Cumberland, Belmont, 80th, Diver- 
sey and Harlem streets to its final destina­ 
tion. 
It would be quite coincidental that more 
than a limited number of passengers are 
daily bus users. The biggest problem is 
that a passenger would have to catch the 
7:20 a.m. into Chicago and the 3:15 p.m. 
back to the suburbs. 
For someone who works in the city the 
3:15 p.m. bus would probably be too early 
to catch. The only other alternative is to 
catch a bus to O’Hare Field and try to 
make it the rest of the way by some other 
means of transportation. 
This obviously is not the easiest or the 
most convenient way to get to and from. 
Nevertheless, the situation is bound to 
get worse. The company will bemoan the 
loss of revenue and the customers will be­ 
moan the decline in service, each fortify­ 
ing the inadequacies of the other. 
The next logical step would be to limit 
service to one run a day. The next would 
be to do away with all service, 
hiking. 


“People are more flexible and not so tra­ 
dition-bound in the West.” He added that 
the slower pace of the Midwest rather ap­ 
peals to him. 
REV. MILES CAME to Bensenville sev­ 
eral months ago with his wife Gretchen 
and their three children. Previously, he 
served as pastor of the Zion Lutheran 
Church in Seattle, as a vacancy pastor for 
the University of Washington, and as pas­ 
tor of the Lutheran Church at Seattle Pa­ 
cific College. 
He graduated from Concordia College in 
1964 with a bachelor’s degree in Divinity. 
Rev. Miles, who at 30 is one of the 
youngest ministers in the area, said he 
sees his youth as an advantage when 
working with young people, an area which 
interests him greatly. 
“There is more opportunity to relate to 
this age group if you are young,” he said. 
REV. MILES HAS many opportunities to 
get close to the younger members of his 
congregation since the Zion Evangelical 
Lutheran School is attached to the church. 
Nine teachers serve the school which holds 
grades kindergarten through eighth. En­ 
rollment in the school is about 180 pupils. 
The church itself has quite a history, ac­ 
cording to Rev. Miles. It was built in 1862, 
partially destroyed 
by 
lightning twice 
since then, and rebuilt each time. It is the 
oldest Lutheran Church in Chicagpland 
and thus is the area's “cradle of Luther­ 
anism,” according to Rev. Miles. 
THE YOUNG MINISTER said he feels 
the clergy “should speak out against po­ 
verty, hunger, racial tension and vio­ 
lence, ” but added that he doesn’t have 
time to participate in marches or demon­ 
strations. 
“I have a full-time job relating the 
people of this congregation to the will and 
word of God,” Rev. Miles said. 
He added, “I respect the opinion of those 
who feel that becoming actively involved 
in this sort of thing is the best way for 
them to relate their Christian faith to 
problems, but I am not so inclined.” 
“Most of those clergy who march in 
demonstrations are the ones who have giv­ 
en up on the congregational form of the 
Christian ministry,” he asserted. 
Rev. Miles said he “hopes to involve the 
community as much as possible” in the 
areas of youth, senior citizens, “and at­ 
tacking the terrible problems of loneli­ 
ness.” 
“IN ORDER FOR a Christian congrega­ 
tion to be effective today, it must be firm­ 
ly grounded in the scriptures and sacra­ 
ments of Holy Baptism and the Lord’s 
Supper. It must also be willing to be flex­ 
ible and show variety in its form of min­ 
istry,” Rev. Miles said. 
The church is located at 4N025 Church 
Road in Bensenville. An old cemetery, 
with headstones dating back into the early 
1800’s is a part of the church’s history and 
is located on grounds attached to the 
church.

Rate Hike Asked

, Breadwinners, don’t get too attached to 
that pocket charge you have remain­ 
ing on payday. One government and one 
public utility company both have plans for 
it. , 
Friday is the day the state income tax 
becomes effective and withholdings begin 
from paychecks. The tax was upheld as 
constitutional last Friday by the Illinois 
Supreme Court 
Also last Friday, the Commonwealth 
Edison Company broke the news it will 
seek permission for a six per cent rate 
increase from the Illinois Commerce Com­ 
mission. The rate increase application will 
be filed next month. 
Higher costs of borrowing money, a 
growing tax burden and steadily rising 
prices for equipment, materials and labor 
were listed as reasons for the utility com­ 
pany’s request. 


“OUR PRESENT estimate is that an in­ 
crease on the order of six per cent will be 
needed to raise our revenues and earnings 
to a fair rate of return on the fair value of 
our property,” according to a company 
spokesman. 
The state income tax will hit individuals 
to the extent of 2*6 per cent of their in­ 
come after deducting $1,000 for each de­ 
pendent. Corporations will pay four per 
cent of their federal taxable income. 
A man earning $10,000 a year with a 
wife and two children will pay 2Vi per cent 
of $6,000, or $150 per year at $3 a week. 
In ruling the tax constitutional, the 
Court extinguished dim hopes the tax 
could not be applied. There was some de­ 
bate in the Illinois legislature whether a 
different tax on individuals and corpo­ 
rations would be in compliance with the 
Constitution’s ambiguous revenue article. 
LEE K. THORPE, an Evanston fur 
store owner had challenged the income tax 


on July 2, the day after Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie signed the measure into law. 
Charles Chester of Chicago, Thorpe’s at­ 
torney, said Friday he had not decided if 
he will appeal the lower court ruling. 
Chester had argued that the different 
rates for individuals and corporations vio­ 
lated the constitutional provision that a 
tax be “uniform as to the class upon 
which it operates.” 
The court, however, accepted the state’s 
argument that the two entities could be 
treated as different classes. 
The Commonwealth Edison Company is 
the electric company serving the Chicago 
metropolitan area,

Cook and north Dup age Counties. The util­ 
ity is guaranteed a six per cent yearly 
profit on their capital investment by the 
commerce commission. Refunds must be 
given customers if this profit is exceeded. 
Company officials figure the average resi­ 
dential revenue, per kilowatt-hour, is 2.54 
cents. 
COMMONWEALTH EDISON CO. Chair 
man J. Harris Ward Friday also an­ 
nounced a revised estimate of the com­ 
pany’s earnings for this year. He said at 
the annual meeting in May, 1969 earnings 
were estimated at $3.15 a share. 
“Now, particularly as a result of the un­ 
remitting pressure of inflation on our 
costs, it appears we will be hard pressed 
to push earnings for the full year above 
the $3.02 per share reported for the 12 
months ended June 30,” Ward said. 
Ward pointed out that over the past sev­ 
en years, 
the company 
has reduced 
charges for electricity by more than $30 
million annually. 
“Since March, 1962, the average cost of 
electricity to our residential customers has 
gone down more than 13 per cent,” he 
said. “Meanwhile, other consumer prices 
have gone up, with the increase in the past 
year running about five per cent.” 
New Access Seen 


Northwest suburban drivers can plan to 
start entering and leaving the Northwest 
Tollway at Arlington Heights Road in the 
fall of 1970, Tollway officials told the Her­ 
ald Friday. 
Plans for the access ramps are “just 
about complete,” according to George Gu- 
derley, executive director of the Illinois 
Toll Highway Authority. 
If the land for the ramps can be pur­ 
chased quickly, construction could begin 
within six weeks. However, legal com­ 
plications in obtaining the land could delay 
the project. 


Guderley estimated construction time 
would be six to eight working months. Al­ 
lowing for stoppage of work during freez­ 
ing winter months, he estimated tollway 
officials could “cut the ribbon” on the 
ramps in the fall of 1970. 
The estimated $1.4 million partial inter­ 
change would allow cars to get on to the 
Northwest Tollway to head east to Chicago 
and get off at Arlington Heights Road. 
In October of last year tollway officials 
said the construction would begin about 
June I of this year if approval of plans 
was obtained from the Illinois Division of 
Highways which controls access to Arling­ 
ton Heights Road. 
In December, the division of highways 
rejected the tollways plans and sent the 


engineers back to the drawing board. 
Guderley told the Herald Friday that an 
engineering firm has been hired to super­ 
vise the construction and everything was 
“ready to go” if the land could be ac­ 
quired. 
Approval of the ramps by the tollway 
authority came after a year of bargaining 
between the officials and the Tollway Ac­ 
cess Committee (TAC), a group of Arling­ 
ton Heights and Elk Grove Village resi­ 
dents and officials supporting the ramps. 
The approval marked the end of a sev­ 
en-year campaign to tie Arlington Heights, 
Elk Grove Village and other nearby sub­ 
urbs into the tollway system. TAC used 
market research techniques to provide an 
educated calculation of the need for and 
possible benefits from an interchange. 
Long-range plans by the Illinois Toll 
Highway Authority include the construc­ 
tion of a full cloverleaf to provide access 
to both the east and the west. Area in­ 
dustries have said they are anxious to 
have nearby access in both directions. 
The tollway authority and TAC represen­ 
tatives have said the access ramps will 
help private and commercial development 
in the area near the proposed ramps. 
Neither the partial nor the complete clo­ 
verleaf would intrude on the old Ell Grove 
Cemetery just south of the Northwest Toll­ 
way and east of Arlington Heights Road. 


Predicts Sonic Jet Trains

One of the model trains reached a 
speed of 682 miles per hour on a track 
Birch View: Government Backs Riots

The federal government is in the busi­ 
ness of funding ghetto rioting all over the 
United States. 
A plausible statement? It depends on 
your own point of view. To about 125 per­ 
sons gathered Saturday in Schiller Park at 
the Ramada Inn near O’Hare Airport, the 
statement was part of a six-hour seminar 
delivered by Stuart Crane. 


It was delivered at a meeting of the 
John Birch Society, co-sponsored by the 
Arlington Heights and Elk Grove chapters. 
Crane, a Birch coordinator of special 
services, flown in from Greenville, S.C., 
for the program, reasoned that, as rioting 
began several 
years ago, 
government 
spending 
increased. 
As 
spending 
in­ 


creased, rioting increased. 
He said that much of the money spent to 
prevent rioting actually ends up in riot or­ 
ganizations. Besides, he charged that mon 
like Rap Brown and Stokely Carmichael 
are on the federal payroll. 


College, Crane told his audience, is not 
an educational process, but rather a “cer­ 
tification process.” 


It takes four years to control the minds 
of the students that enter college, Crane 
said, in order to wean them away from the 
teachings of their parents. 
Crane, who spoke for two hours in the 
morning 
without 
stopping, 
saved 
his 
sharpest criticism for communism and the 
term “democracy.” He defined commu­ 
nism as a form of government controlled 


by a small elite, rther than by the masses 
of people. 
He defined democracy, as a form of gov­ 
ernment, as an evil. Stressing that this 
country is a republic, and that democracy 
is mentioned in neither the Constituion 
nor the Declaration of Independence, he 
charged that “government - controlled 
schools, radio, television and the mass 
media” support the concept of democracy 
— which he regarded as government con­ 
trol. 
In a republic, Crane said, the laws rule 
the government, but in other forms of gov­ 
ernment, laws rule the people, thus in­ 
creasing infringements on personal liber­ 
ty. 
“Fantastic!” said a pleased listener dur­ 
ing the mornining coffee break. The mem­ 


bers of the audience, mostly over 30 and 
c o m f o r t a b l y dressed, chatted about 
Crane’s talk. 
It cost each of them $10 to enter the 
meeting. With about ISS persons present, 
the society could have made about $1,250 
on the session. 
Backed by elaborate charts to map the 
Left, economics, and political science, 
Crane paced the floor as he lectured. He 
brought his own public address speakers 
with him. 
However, his audience, not minding the 
occasional bursts of static, applauded him 
loudly at the end of both sessions.

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Sewage Facilities a County Problem

Sewage treatment plants are a messy 
business and in DuPage County the whole 
business of when and where they should be 
built and expanded is particularly so. 
Bloomingdale Township has a serious 
need for sewage facilities. With new devel­ 
opments being annexed all the time, many 
villages within the township cannot even 
serve their older sections. 
Trunk lines and treatment plants are not 
only necessary for present and future pop­ 
ulations, but they are the key to land de­ 
velopment and control in the county. 
AS ROBERT MEYERS, Bloomingdale 
village president, said, “Whoever controls 
the sewage facilities, controls the land.” 
The proposals for solving the problem 
are confusing and, in some cases, over­ 
lapping and interchangeable. 
Many of them have been adopted, then 
changed and shelved. Several people in­ 
volved in them are not holding the posi­ 
tions of power they did at the time, and 
new officials on tht scene sometimes get 
things confused. 
The county has been reviewing county 
wide plans for almost IO years. Multiplant 
and one-plant systems have been debated 
and debated, but nothing has been done. 
Last July the county, after a study by an 
engineering firm, seemed headed toward 
supporting a one-plant system. The initial 
cost would be higher, but the subsequent 
operating costs would be considerable low­ 
er. 
BUT THE MUNICIPALITIES wolud not 
buy it. It was too much centralization for 
them. At that time the county had about 80 
individual plants operated by districts and 
municipalities. 
The situation was getting worse, since 
the state had upgraded the stream-content 
qualifications. More expensive and com­ 
plex equipment was needed to perform the 
complex refining processes which were 
necessary to bring the water to the higher 
sanitation standards. 
This and the expanding population has 
put an unbearable burden on the munici­ 
palities who are beginning to realize the 
benefits which would accrue from econo­ 
my of scale operations. 
After the scheduled referendum did not 
take place last April 29, which would have 


put the one-plant system to a vote, four 
municipalities in Bloomingdale Township 
had a free hand to start planning for a 
Quad-Village Authority. 
THE VILLAGES began investigating the 
legality of establishing an authority which 
would allow them to expand the Glendale 
Heights plant and construct a trunk line 
from there to Addison, Bloomingdale and 
finally to Roselle. The line would serve 
only land annexed to the villages and not 
any unincorporated land which a county- 


built trunk line would do. 
Quad-Village failed for lack of money, 
which was initially to be supplied by the 
developers, who were petitioning for an­ 
nexation to the villages. The developers, 
as in the case of Hoffman-Rosner, would 
rather build their own plants and lines and 
stay unincorporated. But they still would 
have had to meet county standards.

Nottke stresses that these facilities 
should be planned only as temporary 
structures and that the areas building and 
expanding them “aren’t too optimistic on 
the projections of their growth.”

An over-estimate would mean scrapping 
a plant that had not reached full capacity. 
“The expansion of the Glen Ellyn 
Heights plant would only add additional 
expense.” Nottke said. He would “sooner 
have all the individuals involved go for a 
program with the county.” 
HE FEARS THAT “when their wants 
are satisfied, people in these areas will not 
go to the polls or in my opinion vote no for 
a county referendum.” 
Nottke has asked Paul Ronske, chair­ 
man of the county board of supervisors, to 
wait at least 60 days on the Glen Ellyn 
Heights proposal and set a tentative date 
for a referendum on a county system. 
Bloomingdale Township is facing an ur­ 
gent sewage problem that will only par­ 
tially be alleviated by local systems. Vil­ 
lage officials are continually saying a 
county system will have to come.

The More Ideas the Better When You Design Houses 


by DOROTHEA M. BROOKS 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Too many cooks 
spoil the broth? 
Not always. At least not if you’re the 
country’s largest builder, designing homes 
to suit a wide range of families, with dif­ 
ferent ideas of what constitutes good liv­ 
ing, and housing budgets ranging from 
modest to luxurious. 
In such circumstances, you welcome 
ideas and opinions where you find them, 
the more the better. You look for the best 
design talent you can find, seeking those 
with an eye for the mass market. You quiz 
people who’ve bought and lived in your 
houses to find out what they like — and 
what they’d like changed. You invite pros­ 
pective homebuyers to visit prototype 
homes and tell you what they think of your 
ideas; you even do a little discreet eaves­ 
dropping to be sure you get their candid 
as well as their polite opinions. You work 
with all sorts of suppliers to come up with 
new products and methods that will pro­ 
vide more house for less money. 
DESIGNING HOMES for the mass mar­ 
ket clearly is no ivory tower occupation as 
Charles L. Biederman describes it. Bieder- 


m a n 
is 
an 
articulate young 
man; 
seemingly too young for his title of vice 
president in charge of technical services 
for Levitt & Sons, Inc. An architect, Bie­ 
derman explains he “grew up in the busi­ 
ness with Levitt, 
and it is obvious en­ 
thusiasm for his work is one ingredient of 
his success. 
Levitt, building in the metropolitan area 
of New York, Philadelphia, Washington 
DC., Baltimore, Detroit, Chicago and 
Seattle, and in Puerto Rico and France as 
well, is involved continuously in an exten­ 
sive testing program. 
Biederman says the company built 12 
prototype homes in 1968, with IO of the 12 
now in production. It plans nine such ex­ 
perimental houses annually from now on. 
IN THESE PROTOTYPE homes are 
evaluated not only new exterior and interi­ 
or design, but new building methods and 
new products. Those that prove successful 
with the public and economically feasible 
find their way into Levitt construction 
across the country, often in higher priced 
homes initially, then into more modestly 
priced models as ways are found to adapt 
ideas and reduce costs. 


The duds live o n only in the test house 
— like the heated bathtub. This particular 
gem interconnected the heating pipes and 
tub with the commendable idea of keeping 
both the room and the bath water cozy. 
“It was great,” Biederman explained, 
“for folks with asbestos feet!” 
A more successful idea is a recent one 
that ties together indoor and outdoor living 
and makes the lady in the kitchen a part 
of the fun instead of isolating her like a 
slave. This new kitchen is tied to the patio 
area by means of an extended serving is­ 
land. Sliding aside a glass partition makes 
the kitchen part of the recreation area — 
and greatly simplifies outdoor eating. 


ANOTHER TEST design that is proving 
popular, Biederman said, is the “conver­ 
sation pit’* — a carpeted, recessed area, 
with a fireplace as its focal point and 
cushioned built-in seating. Designed for 
quiet conversation, apparently it’s some­ 
thing many people find appealing in these 
days when life seems to involve much 
frantic, sometimes pointless, sound and 
activity. 
Being tested currently in a group .of ex­ 
perimental homes near Levitt’s Stony 


Brook Development on New York’s Long 
Island, are a wide variety of new products 
— ideas such as lightweight polyurethane 
plastic ceiling beams, glued to the recrea­ 
tion room ceiling. Indistinguishable from 
the genuine, massive, expensive article, 
these substitutes bring the luxury of 
beamed ceilings within reach of even a 
modest budget. 


A VARIETY OF floor materials are 
being evaluated, including Vermont slate, 
quarry tile from Italy, and sheet vinyl that 
simulates brick flooring. Some rooms have 
parquet wood flooring, but with a differ­ 
ence — a thin, protective film of plastic 
makes it possible to preserve the polished 
look with a minimum of effort. 


Many of the products tested are de­ 
signed with high style and work saving for 
the homemaker as twin goals — low- 
maintenance plastic laminate kitchen cab­ 
inets with a reverse printed wood grain, 
for instance, or quarry tile kitchen count­ 
ers; man-made marble for bathroom van­ 
ity counters. 


Outside, haw! split cedar shingles are 


being tested on a roof. They may not 
make the grade in mass produced, moder­ 
ate priced houses because of cost, but Lev­ 
itt is testing also, asphalt shingles with a 
wood grain that gives the same effect at a 
lower cost. Other exterior products being 
tested 
include 
fireproof, 
mineral-fiber 
shingles that look like wood, 12-inch ply­ 
wood planks applied as horizontal siding to 
give a rough-textured appearance at rea­ 
sonable cost. Vertical rough-sawn plywood 
with 2 by 3-inch battens also is being test­ 
ed, with both redwood and cedar under 
consideration. 


AT THE ENTRANCE of the prototype 
homes, the builders have experimented 
with a variety of doors and, Biederman 
says, they have found that a raised panel 
door conveys a feeling of elegance at one- 
tenth the extra cost of a carved door. 


In addition to trying out the many new 
products offered by manufacturers, Bie­ 
derman says Levitt often works with sup­ 
pliers to develop its own ideas. 


“We often act as a catalyst,” he ex­ 
plained. “Many of these items later go 


into a manufacturer’s standard line.” An 
example is a Colonial, raised panel, bi fold 
c l o s e t door. To a regular bi-fold 
steel door which was particularly satis­ 
fying from a functional and economic 
standpoint, Levitt suggested the manufac­ 
turer add a molded plastic panel to simu 
late wood and give the desired styling. 


BIEDERMAN SAYS Levitt people are 
working now with a manufacturer of light­ 
ing fixtures, a television manufacturer and 
a cabinet company on a kitchen center 
that will include indoor-outdoor thermome­ 
ter and barometer, small television set, 
tape recorder, intercom and writing desk. 


The company, big as it is. always is on 
the lookout for ideas, Biederman says. 
“You’d be surprised how many ideas 
come from comment by the people who 
look at and live in our houses. Our design 
people work closely with the marketing 
men who are out in the field gleaning pub­ 
lic opinion.” 


So, if you’ve got a favorite “why don’t 
they . . 
pass your suggestion along to a 
Levitt man. It might just turn up in one of 
next year’s prototype homes.

The Way We See It 


Parents Are Key 


A few weeks ago Paddock Publi­ 
cations published a three-part series 
by Staff Writer Mary Schlott, “Head 
Start and the Suburban Poor.” 


The main thrust of the series 
pointed up a serious lack in the local 
Head Start program: The problem 
o f 
getting 
more 
parential 
in­ 
volvement in what Head Start here 
is trying to accomplish. 


A local Head Start official in­ 
dicated that a lack of meaningful 
parent participation in the program 
was a factor in keeping it from be­ 
coming one of the best in the metro­ 
politan area. He saw parent partici­ 
pation as essential in Head Start’s 
long-range goal of changing the 
lives of entire families — not just 
providing a more enriched pre­ 
school experience for the children in 
it. 


A n o t h e r Head Start worker, 
speaking specifically of the Span- 
ish-American families in this area 


— who are affected most by any lo­ 
cal Head Start program — was even 
more emphatic. She was convinced 
that the Spanish speaking parents of 
Head Start children can make a 
valuable contribution the program. 


She added that “to bring a change 
in a child’s life you have to make a 
change in the parents’ lives, too.” 


Unfortunately, such thinking was 
not filtered down into all of Head 
Start’s four centers in our area. 
Some local officials discount parent­ 
al envolvement as an important 
factor in making Head Start a suc­ 
cess locally. 


This is directly contrary to the 
thinking of Dr. Robert Mendelsohn 
at the June Head Start teachers’ 
conference where he said: “Head 
Start is not just a junior kindergar­ 
ten program but a means of peace­ 
fully bringing about revolutionary 
change. It is parent control, parent 


activities, that give Head Start its 
vital aspects. This is as true of ef­ 
fective Head Start programs for 
Spanish-Americans 
as 
it 
is 
for 
blacks. . .Parents should participate 
in every aspect, including curricu­ 
lum.” 
Add to this the fact, as the series 
pointed out, that children in our 
area Head Start program typically 
come from tight-knit Spanish-speak­ 
ing families with strong father fig­ 
ures — influences often missing in 
the lives of inner-city Head Start 
children. 
In order to make area Head Start 
more meaningful, all of the people 
working in the four local centers 
should strive to take full advantage 
of this strong sense of family inher­ 
ent in Spanish-Americans and use 
rental participation to its full po­ 
tential. 
Our area Head Start program 
owes this to the children it is sin­ 
cerely trying to help. 


The Ghost of De Tocqueville 


Alexis de Tocqueville wrote in 
1835 that “nothing is more striking 
to a European traveler in the United 
States than the absence of what we 
term the government.” 


Alexis should be around these 
days. 
There are more than three million 
civil employes of the federal govern­ 
ment. Add state, city, county, town 


and village workers, fold in 10,000 
regulations and laws, and IO tons of 
taxes, and what emerges is a bu­ 
reaucracy worthy of frightening the 
wits out of De Tocqueville’s ghost.

Paddock reporters do get to Chicago on 
occasion. This feminine version of Jack 
Benny did recently and although I out­ 
smarted the state highway department by 
avoiding the tollways, I paid much more 
in fear and gratitude. 
Driving to Medinah or Bloomingdale, 
my regular beat, was kid stuff compared 
to this trip. I planned to drive U.S. 12 to 
Washington Boulevard and then Madison

“Look, how far are you going?” 
he 
asked. When I told him all the way down­ 
town, I began to wonder why I was so 
adamant about not paying the silly toll. 
He was not going quite as far but told 
me to follow him because he would direct 
me out of this “bad neighborhood” in 
which I should have been fearing for my 
life. 
IT WAS ALL VERY complicated, and he 
stopped three more times to tell me ex­ 
actly what he was going to do and how far 
I was to follow him. 


He was going to make a left, then a 
right, then another left. I was to make the 
first and second turns 
and then go 
straight. 
After the first left, he got out for the 
fourth time to make sure I knew what to 
do. 
Then he asked me where I was coming 
from so he could tell me how to get back. 
I told him I was going to Arlington 
Heights. 
“DEAR, DO ME A favor,” he said in a 
fatherly tone that was incongruous with 
the young appearance. He could not have 
been older than 28. “When vou drive back 
for God’s sake take the Kennedy Ex­ 
pressway.”

Repeal Gun Laie 


The 1968 Illinois gun law should be re­ 
pealed. Passionate anti-gun publicists cry 
“gun lobby” every time legitimate dissent 
from gun owners is felt. Let’s look at 
facts. At the public hearing on this bill, 
many civic groups, gun owners and others 
testified for the repealer while only Sena­ 
tor Arrington, the sponsor of the 1968 gun 
law, 
and 
one 
other 
witness 
testified 
against it. Where was all the public sup­ 
port for gun laws? There never was any 
genuine support, only rash and passionate 
action by legislators when two popular fig­ 
ures were shot last year. 
Then there is the fallacy that the law 
does not affect shooters. The Illinois gun 
law just adds more ledger books and dis­ 
gusts every non-registrant by 
branding 
them as criminals. At best, if any person 
wants a gun he can get one by letting a 
friend get him one with his card.

For many years semi-pro baseball in the 
Northwest suburbs was a great piece of 
smalltown Americana. The towns them­ 
selves supported it much as they sup­ 
ported volunteer fire companies. Most of 
the boys and men who played did so for 
town pride. Then the same things which 
destroyed much of smalltown Americana 
in the suburbs — the car, television, 
more opportunities to get a college educa­ 
tion — destroyed senii-pro baseball. In this 
new Paddock series, Mike Klein and Tom 
Wellman take a look at the birth, glory 
and death of this segment of America. 


Al Volz, a former m ayor of Arlington 
Heights and resident since his birth in 
1871, was a m ember of the “Gas House 
Gang” and remembers it vividly: 


“ We played ball for blood, not the panty­ 
waist way that it is done now. In those 
days all we heard on the streets during the 
week were either excuses for errors or 
boasting 
how 
we 
whitewashed 
those 
blankety-blank fellows from Palatine. 


“ We had to travel by train. Base steal­ 
ing was a real art. The live ball of today 
had not been thought of and it took a lot of 
base stealing to get men around the bases. 


“ Foot races were held before each game 
and much of the practice consisted of

Ah yes! Those were the good old days. 
The crack of the bat, the roar of the 
crowd, the resounding thump of a local- 
grown strong arm ed boy whipping the 
“ old apple” past an opponent.

The birth and death of semi-pro baseball 
in Arlington Heights was complete. It had 
taken 69 years. 


learning how to run and slide the bases at 
a fast clip. Our catcher played for a long 
time without a glove. A half-inch rubber 
band was wrapped around his fingers to 
keep them together. A chest protector was 
unknown.” 


Volz rem em bers George Peter as the 
outstanding player of the day. “ He played 
every position of the nine and was ex­ 
ceptional in them all. Rarely did the lad 
strike out. It was a phenomenon when he 
did strike out.” 


THE “GAS HOUSE GANG” finally gave 
way to the Arlington Heights Booster Club 
in the early 1920’s. The club was composed 
of approximately 40 men who were either 
Arlington High alumni or were playing un­ 
der an Arlington banner. Contrary to to­ 
day's Booster Club, the original group was 
not associated with the high school. 


Percy Hertel, a resident of Arlington 
Heights for 50 years, played with the Ar­ 
lington Heights team s of the early ’20’s. 


“All these towns along the line had a 
baseball team. In those days, you know, 
they didn’t have enough players of their 
own. They’d get boys from Chicago or oth­ 
er places so they’d have a team. Of 
course, there was a game every Sunday. 
The only place anybody could go was the 
ballgam e.” 


The Booster Club played its games two 
blocks east of what is now Recreation 
Park and the main competition cam e from 
Palatine, Des Plaines, Schiller Park, Edi­ 
son Park and Franklin Park. All games 
were played cm Sunday afternoons. 


Semi pro baseball reached its peak both 


in popularity and record with the Arling­ 


ton Heights Redwings. 


“ The Redwings played freelance ball at 
the beginning,’’ recalled George Schaeffer, 
an Arlington resident and local semi-pro 
standout for many years. “Then we played

and they could collect at the gate whereas 
the ballclubs in the city couldn’t.” 


SOME OF THE team s the Redwings 
played were the Skokie Indians, Erickson 
Boosters, Chicago Firem en and Police, 
Berwyn, Cicero and “a couple of colored 
team s which were always a good attrac­ 
tion,” according to Schaeffer. 


This was a tough league and the caliber 
of play was excellent. One team from Mid­ 
lothian, owned by George Fry, used only 


ex-major leaguers and paid well to get 
them. Among them was Roy Colat, a for­ 
m er New York Giant who once pitched a 
one-hitter against the Chicago Cubs. F ry’s 
team lost its first 13 games and Fry’ even­ 
tually lost his business and had to declare 
bankruptcy. 


THERE WERE at least two highly 
outstanding players in the area during the 


period of the Redwing’s greatest success. 


One was Frank Veverka, a pitcher for the 


Skokie Indians. The other was either Dick 
Bokelmann or George Schaeffer. Bokel- 
mann says it was Schaeffer. Schaeffer 
says it was Bokelmann. 


In any case, Schaeffer was a star pitch­ 
er for the Redwings from 1930-52.

Bokelmann, although he is an Arlington

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Donors’ Blood Helps in Saving Baby’s Life

Donald Edwin Ayres will live because 
Densil Brown and William T. Billing cared 
about the problems of others, a quality 
which few people seem to possess. 
Donald was born at 1:40 p.m., July 19, 
with something special Doctors call it er- 
ythoblastosis. 
In layman’s terms, erythoblastosis is a 
blood disease in which the red corpuscles 
of the blood are destroyed faster than they 
can be formed. 


But little Donald Edwin, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. William Ayres of Rolling Meadows, 
had other complications. 
“ The mother had type O-negative blood, 
while the baby’s blood was A-positive, 
which was no doubt inherited from the fa­ 
ther,” Jack Ryon, public relations director 
for Northwest Community Hospital, said. 


“ THE ANTIBODIES from the mother’s 
blood passed the placenta to the baby’s 
blood and were destroying the red cor­ 
puscles, 
which 
resulted 
in 
hemolytic 
anemia and the eventual possible death of 
the baby.’’ 


Donald, who developed jaundice shortly 
after birth, needed blood transfusions and 
he needed them fast. 
Doctors had to exchange the baby’s 
blood with a blood which would not be de­ 
stroyed by maternal antibodies. 
But that was not as easy as it sounds. 
Donald needed an O-negative blooo with a 
low' titer count. 
In brief, a type of blood with a low titer 
count has a low number of a particular 
type of antibody in the plasma. Approxi­ 
mately 3.2 people per 1,000 have the type 
of blood Donald needed. 
Blood for the first transfusion, in units of 
500 cc, was obtained from Lutheran Gen­ 
eral Hospital the evening of July 20. 
RYON D ESCRIBED 
the 
transfusion 
procedure. “ What they do is to pump out 
two ounces of the old blood and then pump 
in two ounces of the new blood. Then they 
repeat the procedure a number of times 
and each time obtain a higher percentage 
of the new* blood. They never do obtain a 
complete changeover, but the percentage 
is very high.”

“ When it became imperative that a sec­ 
ond transfusion was necessary,” Ryon 
said, “ we began calling a list of unusual 
donors.’’ These are people with unusual 
blood types who have volunteered their 
services to the hospital. 
There are other qualifications that the 
prospective donor must meet also. He 
must not have eaten within four hours, 
partaken of any alcoholic beverage, had 
recent surgery or a recent cold, or have 
been on a drug of any kind, to name a 
few'. 
Densil Wilson of Prospect Heights was 
finally contacted and met the necessary 
qualifications for donating blood. 
THE SECOND 
transfusion 
was 
per­ 
formed last Monday, but the hospital still 
needed a backup for a possible third trans­ 
fusion which had been tentatively sched­ 
uled for Wednesday morning. 
“ We kept going down the list and finally 
came up with William Billings of Rolling 
Meadows, who provided the baby with a 
backup, ’ Ryon added. “ On 
Wednesday 
morning we got the blood from Billings. 
Then we began looking for a backup for a 
fourth transfusion. This is where the Nike 
Base came in and provided 200 potential 
donors.” 
The hospital contacted Lt. Richard Mar- 
cotullio, public information officer for the 


base on Central Road and he agreed to 
help out. With the blood that was obtained 
from donors at the Nike Base, the hospital 
now has a sufficient supply for little Don­ 
ald. 
Donald Edwin Ayres will grow up to be 
a normal, vibrant boy. He is currently in a 
new type of incubator machine that has a 
sun lamp which aids in diminishing jaun­ 
dice associated with the condition that he 
has. When they first began, he was a sick­ 
ly yellow, but now is approaching the usu­ 
al pink color of a newborn baby. 
Frederick Volini, chief pathologist for 
the hospital, said, “ He will be checked a 
few times after he is released and should 
have 
no 
further 
problems 
after 
six 
weeks.” 
THE CASE OF Donald 
Edwin 
Ayres 
has a happy ending. His mother has al­ 
ready been released from the hospital and 
he will be released within another week. 
But that isn’t the em! of the story. There 
are additional chapters to lie told and they 
are the lives of other people who lie in 
hospitals in need of blood. 
“ The main thing that we in the hospital 
want to stress is that people start digging 
this blood bank bit,” Ryon said. “ In this 
hospital alone, we use over 2,000 units of 
blood a year. 
“ The blood is good for only 21 days and 
for most surgical patients in the hospital, 
we have two units of blood cross-matched 
for emergencies. There are approximately 
30 surgeries daily, so that means we must 


have many units of blood availalbe.” 
NORTHWEST COMMUNITY does 
be­ 
long to the Cooperative Blood Replace­ 
ment Plan. As one of 80 member in­ 
stitutions of the plan, Northwest shares 
blood with other hospitals. 
But there is only one small aid to the 
continuing problem of blood shortage. 
More blood, the correct type of blood, is 
always needed. If an incorrect type of 
blood is transfused into a person, the blood 
will clot and travel to the kidneys where 
injuries will result. 


A blood donation is a very minor 15-min­ 
ute procedure. Th«*re is no pain and there 
are no significant after-effects in a nor­ 
mal, healthy individual. Under normal 
conditions, the donor can give ulood every 
three months. 
The answer to the blood shortage prob­ 
lem lies in community action and action 
by individuals. Blood must be donated to 
the various blood banks and hospitals so 
more babies like Donald Edwin will live to 
enrich the lives of their parents and the 
people around them.
